1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance in view of the 
previously and newly cited prior art: the prior arts fail to disclose or reasonably teach of a 
surgical retractor comprising, inter alia, two arms, each arm having a generally polygonal cross- 
section, an outer surface including a plurality of sides, and a plurality of notches formed at an 
intersection of two adjacent sides, in combination with the elements set forth in the claims.
